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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to claims 1 , 1 0, 24, 25 and 27, 
applicant argues where the limitations of "...inventory a buffered event quantity and a buffered event type for the buffered pointing device 
events..." and "...provide feedback to the user, the feedback comprising the buffered event quantity and the buffered event type for the 
buffered pointing device events and the pointing device events passed to a receiving process." is not disclosed by the prior art. Applicant, 
further, argues where the combination of Bradski and Thompson is not proper. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Thompson et al 
discloses an apparatus and method for interfacing comprising inventorying the buffered events (see column 3, lines 1-26). Thompson et 
al, also, teaches a number of routines that allows generating a buffered event quantity and buffered event type for the inventories (see 
column 5, line 43-column 7, line 54). The combination of Bradski and Thompson et al is proper as Thompson et al teaches interfaces 
used for inventorying events for systems similar to that of Bradski. Therefore, the prior art teach the limitations set forth in the instant 
application, thus, the rejection is maintained and made FINAL.
